Four Hold-Up Men Get $4,000 in

In two hold-ups in the Bronx last eve- 
ning a bandit was. shot and killed after 
he had shot two detectives: and the pro- 
prietor of a saloon was slain by one of 
two bandits as he attempted to flee from 
his bar room. 

In the downtown district of Manhat- 
tan two robberies took place less than 
three blocks apart. In one, at 183 Hester 
Street, near Chrystie. four robbers es- ' 
caped with a box containing $4,000 worth 
of diamonds, taken from a messenger; ° 
and in the other the hold-up men were 
frustrated when the son of the pro- 
prietor opened fire on them in a jewelry 
Store at 135 Bowery. 

The bandit who was killed in the 
Bronx was identified as Nelson Levy, & 
notorious hold-up man and burglar, who 
had been arrested eleven times in this 
city in the last eight years. He was 
caught with a confederate in the act of 
holding up the United Cigar Store at 880 
Kast Tremont Avenue, one door wast of 
Southern Boulevard, and dropped dead 
from the bullets of Detective Sergeants 
Randall McCarthy and Timothy Connell 
a block from the store after he had shot 
his way to the street. 

His confederate escaped, having posed 
@s a salesman in the stoye and waited 
on twenty customers before the arrival 
of the detective in response to a tele- 
phone message to Bronx Police Head- 
quarters sent by one of the customers 
who became suspicious. 

The saloon keeper was killed at 288 
Mast 152d Street. Three robbers were 
concerned in each hold-up. In each in- 
wtance they drove to the scenes of the 
hdld-ups in Ford cars of the same type. 
Acting Captain Wines, head of the 
Bronx Detrctive Division, said, now- 
ever, that the robberies were not com-

In order to impart to the war, which 
they had decided on, the horrible char- 
acter which they thought wouid cause 
our energies to yield, the Germans had 
purely and simply sunk the boats which 
hey stopped. 

. It wants be recalled that at the be- 

| ginning of the submarine campaign the 
i Germans had aimed above all to inspire 
terror, and expected to obtain_from it a 
moral effect on which they based their 
hopes. In fact, nobody could have for- 
gotten the propaganda launched at the 
beginning of 1915 with all the mighty 
and wily means of German propaganda. 
It aimed almost exclusively at a moral 
effect. It was only later on that ‘they 
\took into consideration the material 
‘results which could be surely secured 
by submarine attacks against commer- 
cial fleets and that they enlarged prog- 
ressively their acts of piracy. 

if it was undeniable that Germany had 
misused the submarines against commer- 
cial flects beyond all criticism, could 
one contend that it would have been 
‘{mpossible for her to_ act otherwise? 
Moreover, had not the Germans misused, 
and to excess, practically all their other 
weapons? 4 
In the first place one could not deny 
that they might have avoided attack

ing, especially hospital ships. 

The success of their fight might have 
been materially lessened, but they would 
certainly have gained from a morai 
viewpoint and the German submarines 
would not have lost the respect of the 
civilizéd world.

That was merely a supposition, and he

It might be said that the submarine |

| In passing, he would call thelr atten- 
ition to the fact that the cruel use to 
which the Germans had put their sub- 
marines was not confined to this type 
iof vessel.

{armed, Their crews were retained

| Must Curb Underseas Craft. 


It followed from this that the activi- 
tles of submarines against merchant 
vessels should be confined within limits 
that would render their use legitimate. 
A proper set of rules ought to be drawn 
up with this object in view. They should

Submarine activity against the en- 
emy’s merchant fivet might be very ef- 
| fective. NNo one had been able to lis- 
ten without great emotion as Lord Lee 
recalled the hours of anguish that all 
those who had held the-guidance of af- 
fairs durng the war had known and 
lived through when Great Britain, to- 
gether at times with France, was threat- 
ened with being deprived of the supplies 
which were {indispensable not merely for 
continuing the struggle but to keep the 
nation alive. 

That was the consecration of the pow- 
er of the submarine when exerted to 
the full extent of its destructive possi- 
wthout regard for the limits 
imposed by the most rudimentary prin- 
ciples of humanity and respect for in- 


i ternational law. 
As a@ means of defense the submarines |

ponents, against enemy transports and 
convoys could stili be of greac im- 
It would be included among 
}the legitimate methods of warfare as a 
useful factor, especialy for nations 
| which did not have a powerful navy. 

In this connection another considera- 
tion occurred to him. It was said that 
the submarine could never be kept from 
bursting through the moral barrier 
iwhich should Hmit its activities. It 
would always yleld to the temptation 
to make unrestricted use of all its pow- 
ers. 

Lord Lee had kindly paid the sub- 
marine officers and crews of all navies 
the compHment of stating that he be- 
lieved them incapable of the acts im- 
puted to the German submarines. All 
naval men would be grateful to him. 
But the 
that officers and men might be 
fronted by formal orders from their 
Governments, which might be driven 
by danger into the weakness of issuing 
such orders. 

He did not think any Government 
; would risk hereafter incurring such a 
| responsibility. He thought, 
that if ever a nation were again to be 
j}capable of making such an error, it 
would not hesitate to commit analogous 
excesses with other means, for example, 
with air forces, which could fill the 
world with even greater horrors. Against 
the possibility of a Government erring 
ito such a point, all measures taken by 
the conference would be in vain. 

A submarine was useful for fighting 
| War fleets. It was useful for fighting 
merchant marines. The opinton of the 
Irrench delegation was that it was espe- 
| clally the weapen of nations not having 
a large navy. It was, in fact, an ele- 
ment in naval warfare, comparatively 
| cheap, which could be procured in large 
numbers at a cost far below that-of 
capital ships. It was certain that in 
order to protect itself against subma- 
rines, a naval power was obliged to pro- 
vide important means in the way of 
units for patrolling, searching and at- 
tacking them.

first an argument worth remembering. 
One should notice, however, that in the 
formation of a counter submarine fleet, 
the experience of the past war had 
brought out the fact that France could 
utilize a considerable number of ele- 
ments, drawn from both the merchant 
marine and fishing vessels. 

In ‘consideration of this fact, the de- 
fensive measures, necessary to provide

Moreover, this was an argument of a 
general nature and applied to every 
cther naval weapon, from which, in iis 
opinion, the submarine, as we view it 
how, did not greatly differ. It seemed, 
in fact, that the submarine had hence- 
; forth the right to figure as an integral 
part of naval forces. 

When it first made its appearance no 
jone knew to what precise use it might 
|}be put. Even the Germans themselves, 
; who in 1914 were several years in ad- 
;vance of other navies as regards sub- 
{marines, did not fully realize what use 
|they would make of them. Almost two 
'years of war went by before they defi- 
[nitely decided upon thetr plan of action,

|bating its activity were still more com- 
{pletely unknown. Unless oné has been em- 
| broiled in such circumstances, it is diffi- 
cult to appreciate the formidable effort 
| which was necessary to discover the In- 
dispensable means for destroying the 
perpen a and to execute them in the 
{midst of so violent a war, which had, 
; up to that time, absorbed all the vital 
jenergies of tl nations in the struggle 
upon land. 

However it may be, if this small craft 
; committed frightful depredations, it was 
not alone because the use made of it 
was barbarous in_ the extreme, but 
largely because, during many long 
months, there was almost nothing with 
which it could be combated. ‘ 

At the end of the war the situation 
was changed, and when the armistice 
came, the ravages of the submarines 
had been greatly lessened, the monthly 
destruction of merchant ships scarcely 
exceedéd 60,000 tons and the methods 
then in preparation. for coping with the 
danger would have considerably reduced 
this, while the number of submarines 
destroyed had been steadily increasing. 

To. sum up, in gauging the subma- 
rine it should not be considered at the 
time of war, and above all, at that 
precise moment of the war when it was 
at the height of its effectiveness, but 
more in perspective and looking some- 
what toward the future. 

As is the case with every new weapon, 
it first came upon its adversaries when 
they were without sufficient defense and 
caused vast damage, yet from now on, 
as Lord Lee emphasized, it would be 
greatly limited, the risks of destruction 
which it must run have become very 
numerous.’ Without going as far as the 
First Lord in feeling that the subma- 
rine has become ineffective against its 
foes ,it-is possible to think that the 
struggle against the submarine may 
now be carried on under conditions com- 
parable to that of any actien between 
warships.

I think that 
jin this conference we should at all costs 
abstain from making decisions which 
may not be practicable and which, even 
before our 
realization, may weaken these to the 
| point that, instead of being an element 
iof moral strength and confidence to the 
world, these decisions of the conference 
| might be a cause of doubt and anxiety. 

My observation on the decrease of the 
| tonnage seems to me all the better 
founded in that it applies more forcibly 
in the case of the construction of sub- 
marines of a greater tonnage, the 
freedom to build which has been asked 
for by most of us. 

Never has the program of navies gone 
forward more rapidly than now. It will 
lead us before long to increase the size 
of the submarine. 

We are convinced that the idea of 
large sized submarines could not be dis- 
missed. If you impose too narrow a 
limit on submarine tonnage, you will 
obstruct the progress of submarine sci- 
ence. What you would accomplish on 
the one hand you would undo on the 
other. 

To draw a conclusion from the fore- 
going, I think that we cannot reasonably 
limit submarine tonnage since we have 
before us an entirely new weapon con- 
cerning which no one of us can foresee 
the possible transformation and growth, 
perhaps in the near future. 

If in spite of this tdea—which is a 
menace to no one, first because I thir!- 
no one here can consider that any one 
of us could become the enemy of any 
jother, and, secondly, because we can 

agree, in mutual confidence, to keep 
each other informed of our future con- 
structions—you wish absolutely to fix a 
limit to submarine tonnage, I believe 
that 90,000 tons is the absolute minimum 
for all the navies who may want to 
have a submarine force.

RULING ON BONUS CLAIMS. 


Marriage After America Entered 
War Not an Attempted Evasion. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., Dec. 23.—Marriage 
after the entrance of America into the 


war did not constitute an attempted 
evasion of the draft so as to deprive 
the service man of a bonus claim under 
the Minnesota statute, the State Su- 
preme Court ruled today.

Four Young Men Rob Patrons 
of Diamonds in Hester 
Street Restaurant. 


Three men with pistols held up the 


patrons in a restaurant at 133 Hester | 


Street, between the*Bowery and Chrys- 
tie Street, about 1:50 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon, while a fourth man, unarmed, 


| took a box containing $4,000 worth of | 


diamonds from one ofthe customers and 
$52 in cash from the till. 


The robbery apparently was planned to | 


take advantage of the practice of Mat 
thew Wiener, a messenger for the firm 
of I. Lukowitz, manufacturing jeweler, 
of Sixth Avenue and Seventeenth Street, 
to lunch at the restaurant on his daily 
visit to the diamond setters in the vi- 
cinity. 


Wiener and two other customers were | 


eating when one of the robbers entered, 
sat down at a table and ordered frank- 
furters. Joseph Greenstein, the -pro- 
prietor, took the order and passed it 
along.*to his wife, who was ‘in the 
kitchen. The frankfurters were put be- 
fore the young man who had ordered 
them just as three other young men 
entered the door. These three carried 
pistols. 

‘Hands up!”’ they cried. Wiener and 
the others put up their hands. The 
young man who-had ordered frank- 
furters changed his order to ‘‘ dia-

SHOTS HALT JEWEL 
HOLD-UP IN BOWERY 


Proprietor’s Son Begins to Fire 
When Two Swarthy Bandits 


Try to Rob Store.

POLICEMAN 60 FEET AWAY| 


But Robbers Escape Amid Shatter- 
ing Glass as He Runs Toward 
the Scene. 


A daring holdup in the jewelry store 
of Abraham LIdson, 155 Bowery, near 
Grand Street, was frustrated last night 
when Henry H. Edson, son of the pro- 
prietor, opened fire with an automatic 
pistol on two swarthy-skinned, under- 
sized robbers and pu® them to flight. 

The attempted holdup took place at a 
j time when that. part of the Bowery was 

|crowded with Christmas shoppers and 
homegoers from nearby factories. Four 
bullets from Edson’s pistol shattered a 
| plate glass window and a showcase, but 
before detectives and policemen arrived 
from the immediate vicinity, the bandits 
had escaped across the Bowery and west 
through Broome Street. 

Edson was alone’ when two young 
men, each wearing a raincoat and a 
light cap, entered shortly after 6 o'clock. 
One, acting as spokésman, told Edson 
he wanted to buy a diamond ring. 
Edson later said that because of many 
hold-ups in the vicinity recently it was 
the practice-of jewelers not to bring 


out a tray of rings for customers to 
make selections, but to select two or 
three rings and lay them on the counter. 
As dson reached into the show- 
case he asked the man how much he 
cared to pay for.a ring. 


Wants to See §500 Ring. 


“IT want a good one—a ring -worth 
about $500,’’ he quoted the stranger as 
replying. 

Then he showed him three rings vary- 
ing in price from $350 to $500. After 
both visitors had critically scrutinized 
the rings, the second man pointed in 
| the showcase to a ring worth about 
; $1,000 and said to his companion: 
‘That's the kind of a ring you want.’’ 
| The spokesman then asked to examine 
| the ring in the case, and after Edson 
| had replaced the first threo rings he 
started to show the more valuable one. 
As he looked up he found himself facing 
a pistol in the hand of the second 
stranger. 

* Throw up your hands, young fel- 
low, * he told the police the bandit said. 

If. you dare make a move I’)! fill you 
| full of lead.” 
| Edson is left-handed, and. because of 
the character of the neighborhood al- 
| ways keeps an automatic pistol on a 
small shelf to the left of him. As he 
started to raise his hands in compliance 
with the command, he said he grabbed 
the pistol and began to shoot. 
| Both robbers ducked in front of the 
| counter as the first two bullets smashed 
| the plate glass window. Two more bul- 


lets went through the showcase door and 
outside. 








Cavanaugh Only Sixty Feet Away. 


Policeman Cavanaugh was regulating 
traffic at the Bowery and Grand Street, 
less than sixty feet from the jewelry 
store. His view was obstructed by the 
stalrway leading to the elevated station 
and by the stream of pedestrians, many 
of whom did not hear the reports of 
the pistol but who gathered about the 
store when they heard the crash of the 
glass. None had noticed the two rob- 
bers, however. 

Hardly had the excitement subsided 
when a call for policemen was received 
ut Police Headquarters from J. Ross, | 
proprietor of the jewelry store at 290 
Grand Street. Ross telephoned that he 
was sure the twe bandits were standing 
in frent of hia place and were contem-j; 
plating another hold-up. 

Reserves from the Clinton Street Sta-

Detectives Enter Store. 


Detective Sergeants McCarthy and 
Connell were standing in front of the 
desk when the message was received, 
and they jumped into an automobile, ar- 
riving at the cigar store less than four 
minutes later. - 
| As they entered the store with their 
| pistols in their hands they saw a tall, 
athletically built man wearing @ cap 
‘coming out of the rear room. 

“What's going on here?’’ asked Mc- 
Carthy of the bandit, who, he thought, 
Was a salesman. 
| ‘Nothing that I know of,’’ the man 
‘calmly replied. ‘‘ Do you see anything 
wrong? ’’ 
| “Well, we heard there was a hold-up 
‘going on here,’’ continued the detective, 
as he and Connell started in the direc- 
tion of the man with the cap. 

Just then the detectives noticed 
Michaels at the end of the counter and 
‘gs Connell started to speak to hitm the 
bandit in the rear of the store drew a 
pistol from his coat pocket and began to 
fire. 

The first shot struck Detective Mc- 
Carthy in the mouth and then botr 
‘detectives opened fire on him. The bandit 
made no attempt to seek cover as both 
detectives kept pumping bullets at him. 
They said later-that the robber seemed 


to have confidence in his ability as a 
marksman, for he coolly aimed his pistol 
each time before he shot. ; 

At the fourth shot from his pistol 
Connell reeled and fell with a bullet in 
his: neck, ‘but. he jumped to his feet 
almost instantly and continued firlng at 
the robber. 

At about this time McCarthy discov- 


ered that the supposed salesman behind 
the counter also was shooting at them 
and he and Connell returned the fire. In 
the meantime the first bandit bolted 
Past the detectives into the street and 
they staggered in pursuit of h{m firing 
all the time. It was plain to the detec- 
tives that in the first round: of bullets 
they had hit the robber but he never 
faltered in his ge eyes om to escape. 

The reports of e pistols had cleared 
the street in front of the store long be- 
fore the first bandit ran to the sidewalk, 
and when he headed toward Honeywell 
Avenue the detectives had a clear target. 
Just as he approached the corner of 
Honeywell Avenue a bullet from one of 
the detectives’ pistols struck him in the 
a below the heart and he fell in a 

eap. 

The detectives staggered up to him and 
disarmed him of the .25 calibre auto- 
matic pistol he had used, and then made 
their way back to the store to find that 
the second bandit had fled, leaving be- 
hind his cap and an overcoat in the 
pocket of which was a loaded pistol. 

By that time the shooting had attract- 
ed the attention of.about twenty mem- 
bers of the Bronx Democratic organiza- 
tion, the headquarters of which is across 
the street from the cigar store. They 
hurried to the assistance of the detec- 
tives and one of the members tmme- 
diately telephoned to Lieutenant Specht 
that one of the hold-up men had been shot 
and Detectives McCarthy and Connell 
had been wounded, 


Second Bandit Flees in Anto. 


Poljce reserves and additional detec- 
tives were hurried from the Tremont 
and Morrisania Stations and within fif- 
teen minutes the police had formed a 
cordon around the block in the hope of 
capturing the second bandit. 

Then it was learned from severai per- 
sons who had witnessed the flight of the 
first bandit that his confederate had 
rushed out of the store after the detec- 
tives and had jumped into a Ford auto- 
mobile which was standing at Tremont 
Averftue and Southern Soulevard with 
the engine going. These witnesses said 
another man was at the wheel of the 


automobile, and ag soon as the second 
bandit entered the machine the chauf- 
feur started the car at a terrific speed 
north on Southern Boulevard. 

Captain of Detectives Wines was among 
the first detectives to arrive at the 
store in response to the telephone mes- 
sage for assistance. -He found Michaels 


cowering behind the counter, so fright- 
ened that it was some time before he 
was able to tell the detectives that the 
first bandit had driven Grifeld, the man- 
ager, into the rear room. 

The detectives rushed into the room 
and fotnd Grifeld tightly bound at the 
wrists and ankles. He was taken to 
Honeywell Avenue, where he immediate- 
ly identified the dead robber as the 
man who had bound him after holding 
him up. 

Just then Dr. Kelly arrived in an. am- 
bulance from the Fordham Hospital, and 
after examining the detectives’ wounds 
took them to the hospital, where it yas 
discovered that their condition was not 
serious. 


Fingerprints Reveal Record. 


There it was discovered that Levy had 
various allases, among them Charles 
Williams, Harry Roth and Harold Reid, 
and that he was wanted for two United 
Cigar Store hold-ups tn Harlem. He 
had been arrested eleven times in the 
last eight years on robbery and burglary 


charges. On the first burglary charge 
on April 29, 1913, sentence was sus: 
pended. Three months later Levy was 
arrested in connection with a robbery 
and sentenced to Elmira Reformatory. 

On aay 4 25, 1915, he was arrested for 
another burglary, and when he pleaded 
ay before Judge Rosalsky in General 

essions his sentence to five years in 
Sing Sing was suspended. Gn March 10 
of the following year Levy received an- 
other suspended sentence on a burglary 
charge and when arraigned two months 
later on a charge of carrying a pistol he 
was released. 

The following month, however, Levy 
was arrested on another burglary charge 
and was s3mtenced to four and a half 
years in Sing Sing. Soon after he was 
released from Sing Sing, in 1919, he was 
arrested on a grand larceny charge, but 
the records at Police Headquarters did 
not show what disposition w&s made of 
that case. Less than a month following 
that arrest, Levy was sentenced to twen- 
ty days in the workhouse on a disorderly 
conduct charge, which ew out of his 
arrest on suspicion of being connected 
with a more serious crime. . 

On Dee. 22 of the same year Levy 
again was arrested on a robbery charge, 
but no record was kept of-the disposi- 
tion of the case. A grand larceny 
charge was lodged egainst him on March 
15 of last year, but Levy forfeited the 
bail in which he had. been_ released.

BERLIN, Dec. 23.—A vacation from 
jail is the latest German judicial pov- 
elty. Traugott von Jagow, convicted of 
high treason in connection with the 
Kapp coup by the German Supreme 
Court at Leipsic and sentenced to five 
years’ imprisonment in a fortress, has 
applied for a vacation to put his house 
in order. Provisionally, he is sitting 


in a police station cell at Leipsic, pend- 
ing decision on what to do with him. 
Incidentally, Jagow, who once was 
famous a3 Berlin’s greatest modern po- 
lice chief, is the subject of sore nut- 
cracking to Prussian justice, In view 
of his high caste, the German Supreme 
Court condemned him not to five years 
in a plebeian prison or jail but’ to a 
i fashionable fortress, fit for high politi- 
cal prisoners.

AMERICA “OBSERVES.” 
The Supreme Councit of the Allies is 
, soon to meet in the South of France. 
It is to take up international ques- 
tions, particularly those of finance, 
which have the most direct and vital 
interest for the United States. But is 
. this country to be represented? Only 
by an  ‘“‘ observer.’’ Ambassador 
HARVEY is to be present, but only as a 
looker-on in Cannes. A similar atti- 
tude of aloof nearness is assumed by 
our Government in regard to the work 
of the Reparations Commission. It is 
engaged in a labor of immense impor- 
tance, with effects sure to touch this 
country intimately. A competent. and 
skilled American, Mr. BorpEeNn, meets 
with the commission, but it is care- 
fully explained that he is there ** un- 
officially.’’ He, too, is merely an 
observer. 

Such things make one wonder what 
has become of the American sense of 
humor. The incongruity and abslirdity 
of the proceeding seem to inyite to 
loud laughter. To be there yet not 
there, to be in it while out of it, to be 
constructively absent while physically 
present—can Uncle Sam contemplate 
the spectacle without contorting his 
features into a broad grin? And the 
anxious timidity of the Administration 
in the whole affair, its acute fear lest 
@omé Senator accuse it of technical in- 
consistency, its resort to roundabout 

, methods instead of the bold and direct 
policy which we delight to call Amer- 
ican—who can see these things without 
perceiving how ridiculous they are? 
As for the serious side of the business, 
Europe is like the traveler who fell 
among thieves and needed help. At 
that juncture, America is like the

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RETENTION OF THE SUBMARINE. 


Lord Les’s argument at Washing- 
ton for the abolition of the submarine 
Was praised by Secretary HuGHeEs, by 
M. SARRAUT, speaking for the French 
delegation, and by Signor ScHANZER, 
speaking for the Italian delegation. 
Mr, HUGHES said that it was a very 
able and powerful argument. If Lord 
Lee, or any one else, had made such 
a forcible address when the German 
U-boats were sinking millions of mer- 
chant marine tonnage and destroying 
theusands of sailors and civilians, it 
| would have been said that the speaker 
| had @ good cause. Has the passage of 

time since the armistice made such a 

difference in the point of view? 
; Everybody who heard him present his 
| case felt that if was strong, whatever 
, experts might say about the expedi- 
‘ ency of retaining such a weapon as a 
‘ naval auxiliary. 

Secretary Hvuanes, in opening the 
conference, struck an inspiring note. 
He roused an astonished world to ap- 
proval when he offered to sacrifice 
fifteen of the sixteen American capital 
ships building that were to make the 
United States unchallengeably the 
first of sea. Powers. If there was not 
as great 4 thrill in the conference when 
Lord Lee declared that Great Britain 
was ready to sink her submarine 
flotilla in mid-Atlantic to prove her 

' good faith, and that he believed such 
' an act would be a more valuable con- 
| tribution to the cause of humanity 
‘ than thé limitation pt capital ships, he 
. affected his hearers profoundly. As 
. the Germans used the submarine, and 
, a8 it might be used again by a des- 
_ perate and unscrupulous nation, it is 
, am abomination that humanity would 
gladly see abolished. 
‘ Germany, Lord Lan reminded the 
conference, had been forbidden by the 
Treaty of Versailles to construct sub- 
‘marines. This had the approvab of 
' elvilization at the time. Was not Lord 
Lee speaking with sincerity when he 
; sald that Great Britain was fightin 


th Times! 


when he declared that if the subma- 
rine were retained the Powers which 
possessed large mercantile marines 
would have to increase the numbers 
of thelr anti-submarine craft? The 
United States has become a great mer- 
chant marine Power, second only to 
England. 

Lord Lee made out a very good case 
for the superiority in warfare of sur- 
face ships to the submarine. Destroy- 
ers equipped with.sound detectors and 
depth bombs were rapidly sinking the 
enemy’s U-boats inthe last period of 
the war. With a fringe of protecting 
destroyers and swift light cruisers the 
British Grand Fleet could always put 
to sea and be secure against attack by 
submarines. Millions of soldiers were 
transported to France in spite of all 
the enemy submarines could do. As 
Lord Lex pointed out, it was only 
against merchant ships that they 
achieved real success. That the sub- 
marine is the weapon of the weak can- 
not, of coursé, be contended if it is so 
vulnerable to destroyers, with which a 
great sea Power would always be well 
equipped. Lord Lee might have 
argued that the submarine is not a 
cheap instrument of warfare by quot- 
ing from French experience. When 
it was shown that to maintain the bat- 
tleship France in commission cost 87 
francs a ton, compared with a cost of 
865 francs per ton for the Clorinde 
class of submarines, the Temps warned 
the country that it would be led into 
an orgy of expenditure if the policy 


-|of building a great submarine fleet 


were adopted. The British dele- 
gate made a telling point when he 
said that as a nation on the defen- 
sive Great Britain had to maintain 
3,000 anti-submarine surface craft to 
deal with the nine or ten U-boats that 
were raiding shipping at any one time. 
What could a weak nation do to pro- 
tect its merchant ships against the 
submarine? It is hard to answer Lord 
Lez's statement that the submarine is 
so constructed that it is impotent te 
save women and children on sinking 
ships. 

What could be said by dissenting 
delegates to justify perpetuation of the 
submersible ship as a warcraft? The 
American brief, laid before the con- 
ference by Secretary HucHEs, made 
the best of a bad case. If subma- 
rines violated the rules of war, it 
might also be done by surface ships. 
Surface ships could also strike with- 
out warning. The submarine had 
great possibilities as a scout. So has 
the airplane—it is indispensable. The 
United States would never undertake 
unlimited submarine warfare; but an- 
other nation might. International law 
and the rules of war should be recast 
to control the submarine and validate 
its capture and destruction of mer- 
chant ships. That is obviously impos- 
sible. Only if the submarine could be 
used against warships alone would its 
retention seem to be justified. 


THE CITY’S BUDGET AND CREDIT.’ 


The squabble over the city’s budget 
is more characteristic of the city’s Ad- 
ministration than worthy of the me- 
tropolis. It is an interesting query 
how much longer the city must suffer 
from the vagaries of officials just 
elected by such great and surprising 
majorities. Some way must be found 
to impress upon them caution in the 
official expression of their personal 
idiosyncrasies. Only the other day a 
large loan was placed with surpris- 
ingly gratifying results. It is interest- 
ing to ask, and would be reassuring 
to know, whether that loan could be 
placed again, or whether it is desirable 
that it should be, without such lim- 
itations upon the city’s financial con- 
duct as bankers have hitherto imposed 
upon officials less needing rebuke. 

Current circulars offer the bonds of 
several States and many cities at 
prices so much above those of this 
city that the yield is less. That is 
not customary, and further progress 
in that direction is not desirable. It 
is useless for the newspapers to scold 
officials who regard such expressions 
as strengthening them with their fol- 
lowers. The case seems to Call for 
words. of counsel privately spoken by 
those whose admonitions carry sanc- 
tion without reference to the courts.

THE PAUSE IN IRELAND. 


The adjournment of the Dail Eireann 
over the holidays is, since it was 
urged by the members who favor rati- 
fication of the treaty, thought to be 
helpful to their cause. Unless the re- 
ports of correspondents and the utter- 
ances of the Irish press are wholly 
misleading, there is a vast preponder- 
ance of public opinion on the side of 
the treaty. Contact with this during 
the next week may lead some of the 
extremists among the delegates to 
moderate their view. The only danger 
in the delay’ is that It may give oc- 
casion for some untoward accident to 
throw the people into a passion. Dr 
Vaera has called upon them to remain 
calm and disciplined during the critical 
days, and the English forces in Ireland 
are under the strictest orders to avoid 
even the appearance of a provocative 
attitude or action. A risk no doubt 
exists, but it may be got over safely. 

More than one of the speakers in the 
Dail has argued that rejection of the 
treaty would alienate from Ireland the 
sympathies of the world. It is only 
frank to say that those sympathies 
have already been somewhat chilfed by 
the course of .events in Dublin. 
Doubters of Irish capacity for self- 
government have pointed gleefully to 
the instant rupture of the alleged 
unity of the Irish people; to the vio- 
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lence of the debates in the Dail; to the 
personal controversies; to the inter- 
mindble speeches. - By the same token, 
an Irishman might argue’ that the 
United States Senate is an unfit instru- 
ment of democracy. Leaving out all 
such comparisons, it is impossible to 
deny that the behavior of the Irish 
Parliament has been a strain upon the 
loyalty of its friends and @ source of 
satisfaction to its enemies, It is often 
said that Ireland has at last found her 
‘* soul.” If so, it is manifestly a 
troubled and divided soul; the Dail has 
shown far too much of what MATTHEW 
ARNOLD called “ the fever of a differ- 
ing soul.”’ 

These first impressions may be over- 
come. The strongest political sense 
and business ability in the Dafl seem 
plainly to be for ratifying the treaty. 
If the people of the South of Ireland 
show themselves, by individual ex- 
pressions and by organizations of 
various kinds, to be of that mind, we 
may look for better things when the 
Dail meets on Jan. 3. The fact that 
there is to be in the meantime no cam- 
paigning is of good augury. Anything 
may be hoped of Irish politicians who 
agree to make no speeches. : 


PROTECTED IGNORANCE. 

Mr. JosepH= WARREN ForpNEY of 
Saginaw and the immortal Tariff bill is 
a palaeozoic protectionist. He makes 
Pig Iron KELLEY look like a free trader. 
The depth of his obscurantism is un- 
fathomable. Who else would have 
thought of protecting the American 
people from the pauper intelligence of 
Europe? Look at the book sections 
of his bill. Since 1790 an immigrant’s 
books and necessary household effects 
have been on the free list. Mr. Forp- 
NEY claps a duty on those books if 
The 
nation must not be contaminated by 
educated outlanders. Sinee 1816 no 
American library has paid a duty on 
the books it imported. This danger- 
ous concession to exotic knowledge 
must be stopped. Institutions daring 
to import more than two copies of a 
foreign book must pay duty. 

Foreign textbooks for schools an‘ 
colleges are to be taken off the free 
list. As for the unworthy citizen who 
reads foreign books in any language, 
books of whatever date, he must pay 
the penalty—the duty. Thus the prac- 
tice of more than fifty years is re- 
versed. Our teachers, our scholars, 
our scientists, will have to pay a 20 
per cent. duty on the books they im- 
port. Add to these restrictions the in- 
ccmprehensible arbitrary bedevilments 
of ‘‘ American valuation ’’ and you 
have a comprehensive scheme for ham- 
pering the progress of American edu- 
cation, science and the humane arts.

THE HARVARD WAR MEMORIAL. 


Some time ago the Harvard Corpora- 
tion and Board of Overseers appointed 
a joint committee to select a plan for 
a permanent memorial to the gradu- 
ates and undergraduates dead in the 
war. Apparently the committee can’t 
make up its mind, or doesn’t deem it 
judicious to do so until it knows more 
about graduate opinion on the sub- 
ject. Some of the suggested projects 
are curious. A university chapel, to 
supplant the present Appleton Chapel, 
for instance. Appleton Chapel is a 
monument of the '50s. With no dis- 
respect to its worthy founder, it is 
one of the bleakest and ugliest build- 
ings ever raised by the hand of man. 
Possibly, however, undergraduate 
esthétic feeling toward it has been 
softened since the compulsory huddling 
of students at too early hours was 
abolished. It can’t be destroyed, it 
seems. Possibly, if it stands 100 or 
200 years longer, it may acauire archi- 
tectural merit; may come to be recog- 
nized as ‘‘ quaint”? or ‘ venerable.” 
The taste of generations differs; and 
our descendantS may learn to adore 
what we should have liked to burn. 

Since Appleton Chapel is to be im- 
mortal, it seems superfluous to build 
a rival; and a memorial to men of dif- 
ferent sects and religions shouldn't be 
religious. The project of a hall large 
enough for commencement pomps and 
occasional great meétings has found 
scant favor. If the college keeps on 
growing, no hall built in these times 
will suffice; and the steady cost cf 
maintenance for only sporadic uses 
makes the plan economically iunsound. 
Some thinkers have devised a scheme 
of a building part hall and part gym- 
nasium. A singular marriage. Some 
graduates hold that the memorial 
shouldn’t be of any base “ utilitarian ” 
character, but purely a work of art, 
monumental, sculptural or both. 

The suggested memorial quadrangle, 
a group of dormitories, cught to sat- 
isfy both the utilitarians and- the 
severe esthetes. Harvard needs new 
dormitories, and Princeton and Wale 
have shown with what charm and 
dignity they can be designed. MHar- 
vard has been getierally unfortunate 
with its buildings. While the eigh- 
teenth century halls, the ‘* scholar 
factories red,” were left to themselves, 
as we see them in the ‘‘ Prospect of 
the Colledges at Cambridge,” they 
were fairly consonant. “Intruder after 
intruder has made its way into the 
Yard. The college needed the dormi- 
tories and_other buildings. Ht had’ to 
take what it could get. The official 
sense of architecture was never high. 
(CHARLES Exrot NortTon‘’s sensibilities 
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were often wrung. Memorial Hall, 
commemorating the Harvard dead in 
the Civil War, is a painful sight, but 
it was admired in the ’70s. 

The Widener Library for all its 
magnificence is like a peacock strut- 
ting among tame yillatic fowl. But 
you can’t look a gift horse in the 
mouth. .We know that President 
Lower. fought vainly. That there 
should be any congruity in Harvard 
buildings, that there should be any 
clear general plan end grouping, long 
seemed impossible. The freshman 
dormitories were the first concessions 
at Cambridge to ordered synoptic de- 
sign. Another assemblage of dormi- 
tories might be as gracious and splen- 
did a memorial as the university 
could raise to its sons nobly dead.

Times cannot be 
so bad as some 
growlers try to 
make out, and they 
cannot be getting 
worse, as the most disconsolate of the 
growlers contend, in a country where thg 
Christmas mail is 40 per cent. heavier 
this year than last. As the increment 
is in parcel-post matter, it means that 
more people in the United States are 
giving more Christmas presents than 
did so twelve months ago, and they 
wouldn’t be doing that if they felt them- 
selves poor and growing poorer. 

If there has been, as seems to he the 
case, an increased tendency to avoid the 
making of worthless and trashy gifts, as 
was too much the habit in days past, 
and to use more judgment and sense in 
the expression of good-will, that is a 
change decidedly for the better and is to 
| be commended. 

Of course, a Christmas present should 
not be too useful, too much an object of 
commor necessity, for. then it loses all 
seasonal savor and_ becomes something 
like charity, when it isn’t the giving of 
a fine name to something that would 
have been bought anyway. But when a 
gift excites in the receiver’s mind won- 
der what it is for and why it was given, 
then it is Just a waste of money.

Helmholtz Translated. 

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Many readers of THe New YorK TIMES 
will be glad to know that the council of the 
optical society has agpointed a committee to 
make arrangements for bringing out an 
English translation of MHelmholtz’s great 
work on physiological optics. 

The first edition of the “‘ Handbuch der 
physlologischen Optik’’ was published in 
1866, more than half a century ago; and the 
fact that this epoch-making work, which 
remains today the most original treatise on 
physiological optics, has never been trans- 
lated into English is a reproach to both 
Great Britain and America. To make its 
valuable contents accessible to those who do 
not find it easy or convenient to read a for- 
eign language will be conferring a boon on 
many scientific Investigators in the vast 
and expanding territory which this book was 
originally intended to cover. . 

Incidentally, the proposed English edition 
will be a memorial of the hundredth anni- 
versary of the birth of Hermann von Helm- 
holtz, whose influence on modern scientific 
thought in nearly every direction has per- 
haps been as widespread and permanent as 
that of any of his great contemporaries in 
the nineteenth century. 

It is estimated that the cost of translat- 
ing, editing and pubHshing this memorial 
volume (or volumes) will be $5,000 or more. 
It is particularly desired that every in- 
dividual who is interested in the success of 
this project and in the advancement of the 
selence of light and vision in this country 
will have an opportunity of contributing to- 
ward it.

An important sale of paintings, old 
Dutch, early English and of the modern 
schools, sold to close the Interest of the 
estate of the late Charles F. Fowles in 
the former corporation of Scott and 
Fowles Company, will be held under the 
auspices of the American Art Associa- 
tion in the Grand Ballroom of the Ho- 
tel Plaza on the evening of Jan. 17. 
Mr. Fowles, who was lost with his wife 
on the ill-fated Lusitania, was a recog- 
nized art connoisseur, and his pafhtings 
are authenticated. 

Among the more important pictures to 
be:sold 18 a “ Portrait of a Man,” by 
Franz Hals, canvas 27 by 34, signed 
and dated 1635, and recorded by Bode 
and other art authorities. It was for- 
merly in the collections of M. Aiman, 
Amsterdam, 1797; of M. Lippman von 
Lessingen, Vienna, 1876; collection of 
Maurice Kahn, Paris, was exhibited in 
Vienna, 1873, and in Paris, 1911, and has 
been engraved by W. Unger, Albert 
Cuyp’s ‘‘ Horsemen and Herdsmen with 
Cattle,” recorded in Smith’s catalogue, 
Vol. V., No. 29, passed through many 
well-known collections, and Jakob Ruys- 
dael's ‘‘ Bleaching Ground, Haarlem,”’ 
was exhibited at the Royal Academy of 
Old Masters in 1891.

BARS PRESS CAMERA MEN. 


French Minister of Justice Won't 
Let Them Attend Trials Hereafter. 


PARIS, Dec. 23 (Associated Press).— 
Only witnesses and such newspaper men 
as have official permits with their pho- 
tographs attached will be admitted to 
French Courts of Assizes hereafter, ac- 
cording-to a ruling made by the Minister 
of Justice in the Senate yesterday. Press 
photographers will be barred absolutely. 

The ruling came after an interpellation 
by Senator Philip, representing the De- 
partment of Gers, on ‘‘ what measures 
the Government intends taking to pre- 


vent recurrence of the scandalous scenes 
and inctdents in the Versailles Assizes 
during the Landru trial.” He referred 
to the trial of Henri Desiré Landru, 
so-called ‘‘ Bluebeard of Gambais,’’ now 
under sentence of death for the murder 
of ten women and a boy, whose case 
attracted the attention of-all France. 

Senator Philip related how press pho- 
tographers had snapped the jurors’ while 
deliberating on the case, and even while 
voting. Minister Bonnevay replied that 
the photographs mentioned were taken 
ten days before the verdict was reached. 

Senator Philip insisted that ‘“ scan- 
dalous behavior on the part of some war 
profiteers of both sexes was manifest 
both before and after the verdict.’’ 

‘“The scandal lasted twenty-three 
days,’’ he added. ‘‘ While the eyes of 
the French nation should have been 
turned on Washington or Angora (where 
the French negotiations with the Turkish 
Nationalists were held), one heard and 
read nothing but Landru.” lLandru 
himself in the course of his trial had 
remarked: ‘‘ Why all this fuss about the 
Landru case? There is a conference go- 
ing on in Washington that is much more 
interesting.”’ 


DIAZ ACCLAIMED ON LANDING 


Admiral Niblack Takes Part In His 
Official Welcome at Naples. 


NAPLES, Dec. 23 (Associated Press). 
—General Armando Diaz, Commander of 
the Italian Armies in the World War, 
arrived today on the steamship Giuseppe 
Verdi from the United States, where he 
spent two months as guest of the Amer- 
ican Legion. He was enthusiastically 
received at the pier by civil, military 
and communal authorities, and by Vice 
Admiral Albert P. Niblack and the of- 
ficers of the American battleship Utah, 
now in the harbor. A large crowd, many 


members of which carried banners of 
welcome, greeted the returning General 
with salvos of cheers. 

General Diaz's automobile trip to his 
hotel was turned into a triumphal pro- 
cession, the streets being lined with 
cheering throngs. He was again ac- 
claimed at the railway station when he 
left here for Rome. 

The General expressed the warmest ad- 
miration of the Americans and their 
country and his appreciation of the won- 
derful welcome he received there. In 
the course of his stay in the United 
States he delivered 110 addresses. He 
suffered a sprained finger from the cor- 
diality of his handshakes with 700 peo- 
ple at his reception at the Italian Em- 
bassy in Washington.

OF WAR TO FINLAND 


Tchitcherin Warns Her of Peril 
to Peace in Her Actions 
in Karelia. 


A’GOOD POLITICAL GESTURE 


Spectre of Foreign Aggression May 
Be Trotted Out to Scare the 
Soviet’s Home Critics.

MOSCOW, Dec. 21.—The danger of war 
between Russia and Finland over the 
Karelian trouble has grown more seri- 
ous in the past week. The Soviet press 
today publishes the sharp answer, of 
George Tchitcherin, the Bolshevist For- 
eign Minister, to the last note from Fin- 
land. Tchitcherin calls the Finnish 
message unsatisfactory and evasive. 
After recapitulating the Soviet’s griev- 
ances in detail, he concludes with a 
warning-that unless the Finns take the 
situation seriously they must bear the 
responsibility for consequences that may 
involve war. 

The view taken here is that Finland’s 
motive for supperting the counter-revo- 
lutionary movement in Karelia is three- 
fold. 

In the first place, it is belleved that 
she hopes thus to obtain valuable stocks 
of timber already cut in Karelian terri- 
tory for the benefit of the foreign 
(especially English) interests which are 
backing Finland. 

The second motive is supposed to be 
the desire of the reactionary party in 
Finland for serious trouble with Russia 
in order to strengthen its own position 
and perhaps even recover the control it 
lost when Finland rejected General Man- 
nerheim, the White dictator who crushed 
the Finnish Red revolution. 

This dispute coming after the tension 
with Peland and Rumania earlier in the 
year and taken in connection with the 
present Japanese activity in the Far 
Mast, has created the feeling here that 
the rest of the world, with the exception 
of the United States, is seeking a chance 
to strike at Russia in hope that the

Moscow has been kecping a close and 
rather anxious eye on the attempts to 
create a League of Baltic States, in- 
cluding Finland, Esthania, Latvia and 
Poland, which might unite in a com- 
mon anti-Russian policy. Hitherto 
nothing definite has come of these at- 
tempts, but the possibility of the forma- 
tion of such a league remains. 

While there is no doubt that Rus- 
sia feels a genuine grievance against 
Finland, the strong line Tchitcherin is 
taking may be also due to the feeling 
that the Karelifan affair offers a good 
opportunity to show Finland and the 
rest of the world that the Russian Gov- 
ernment is not afraid of foreign or inter- 
nal opposition. The menace of foreign 
aggression will be a valuable card in 
the Government's hand at the moment 
when the All-Russian Soviet conference 
is about to assemble in Moscow—it was 
scheduled to’ begin yesterday, but has 
been postponed till Friday. 

The thorough ‘‘ purging ’’ administered 
to the Communist Party—is is estimated 
that upward of 180,000 persons have 
been expelled out of a total of 650,000— 
has naturally caused bjtterness. More- 
over, the famine difficulty has been en- 
hanced by a serious outbreak of black 
typhus in the Volga region, which has 
led to a great reduction—perhaps the to- 
tal abolition—of passenger trains in the 
affected territory. All this and possible 
complaints against the new Govern- 
ment’s economic policy would be thrown 
in the background by the threat of war.

Com- 
munistic mapagement of° industry in 
Russia, it added, had resulted in a great 
decline of production and a general dis- 
organization of economic life, which

The ‘main features of the new policy,

he partial -restoration of freedom of 
trade in agricuitural products ; the

SIGNS FAMINE RELIEF BILL. 


Harding’s Act Makes $20,000,000 
Fund Immediately Available. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—President 
Harding has signed the Russian relief 
bill, which carries appropriations of 
$20,000,000 to be expended under the 
supervision of the American Relief Ad- 
ministration. The funds become imme- 
diately available. 

Grain purchased with this money will 
be moving *hto Russia within five days, 
according to the statement made by Sec- 


retary Hoover on leaving the White 
House soon after it was announced that 
the President had signed the bill. The 
cash was put by Congress in the hands 
of the Grain Corporation, Mr. Hoover 
said, so that the funds would become 
available in a commercial manner and 
without the delays incident to ordinary 
Government expenditures,

QUIET CHRISTMAS 


Will Spend Day at White House 
and Visit Pinehurst Before 
New Year’s Reception.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—The Pres- 
ident and Mrs. Harding are planning a 
quiet Christmas in the White House and 
a short visit to Pinehurst, N. C., return- 
ing to Washington before New Year's 
Day. As New Year’s Day will fall on 
Sunday, the reception to the diplomatic 
corps, the army and navy and the offi- 
cials of the Government will be held 
Monday, Jan. 2. This reception will 
follow the same general plan of those 
held from the Grant to the Taft Ad- 


ministrations, beginning at 11. A. M., 
with the diplomatic corps, and ending 
in the early hours of the afternoon when 
the public will bring this most demo- 
cratic of state functions to a close.

In that let- 
ter we stated that the so-called ‘‘ Big 
Five’’ packing firms and their sub- 
sidiaries in New York City are 
gonty of a gross violation of the 
Sherman law by limiting the slaugh- 
tering of live stock through control of 
all available slaughtering space in 
New York and Jersey City.

BURNS HERE, SILENT 
ON LINDENFELD CASE 


Refuses to Say Whether He Has 
Received Information About 
\ Warsaw Confession. 


William J. Burns, Director of the Bu- 
reau of Investigation of the Department 
of Justice, announced yesterday on ar- 
rival here from Washington that he 
would not discuss further the arrest and 
alleged confession of Wolfe Lindenfeld 
in Warsaw, Poland, in connection with 
the Wall Street bomb explosion. 

‘*Have you received any information 
about Lindenfeld’s confession from War- 
saw?’’ he was asked. 


“*I don’t care to discuss the matter," 
he replied. 


‘‘ Did you know that Lindenfeld was 
with Socialists in this city on the day of 
the explosion and not in a suburb, as he 


Was reported to have declared in his con- 
fession? ’’ 

‘*‘I won't discuss that either,’’ he re- 
plied. 

Mr. Burns explained that he had not 
come to the city in connection with the 
explosion. He intimated his visit was to 
pass Christmas with his family in Scar- 
borough, N. Y. 

‘“There is one thing I will say,’’ said 
Mr. Burns as he entered a taxicab at the 
Pennsylvania Station. ‘‘ The newspapers 
the other day printed a statement which 
they attributed to Detective Sergeant 
James J. Gegan, head of the bomb squad, 
|to the effect that Lindenfeld or Linde’s 
name was not found among papers taken 
from ome of three men arrested last 
April in connection with the May Day 
Communist circulars advocating the 
overthrow of the Government by vio- 
lence. 

“I don’t believe Sergeant Gegan made 
such a statement. ‘You can state that 
when Lindgren, one of the men, was ar- 
rested after his arrival at the Pennsyl- 
vania Station he had on him, among 
other documents, a paper showing that 
Lindenfeld was the representative of 
Trotzky and Lenin in this country. Lin- 
denfeld was referred to as Linde in the 
paper, and there is no question but that 
he is the same man.” < 

When detectives and Government 
agents raided an apartment at 170 
Bleecker Street and arrested John E. Sie- 
bert, Abraham Jackira and Israel Am- 
ter, it was announced that papers found 
on Seibert, who was alleged to be Lind- 
gren, were carefully examined and a 
double card index was: made of every 
name and address found in them. : 

When the first report of Lindenfeld’s 
arrest and confession was received in 
this country a week ago both Detective 
Sergeant Gegan and Charles J. Scully 
of the local Bureau of Investigation of 
the Department of Justice said they 
never had heard of the man before 
either under the name of Linde or Lin- 
denfeld. They have repeated that as- 
sertion several times. Sergeant Gegan, 
however, would not comment on Mr. 
Burns’s latest statement.

The changes in the foodstuffs this 
week were not only fewer than for some 
time but they we«a more eually Ccivided 
between advances and denjines than has 
been the case of tate. lu tne local mar- 
ket for provisions the prices of flour 
showed no change, and the same was 
true of bacon and hams. Middle West- 
ern lard declined. At Chicago, mess 
pork and live sheep did not change. 
Live hogs and short ribs went up. Live 
beef dropped. 

The market for dairy products was 
slightly easier so far as butter was con- 
cerned, but cheese did not change and 
the Hsted eggs were higher. Fancy 
near-by eggs went up 2 cents a dozen, 
while fresh gathered extras advanced a 
cent a dozen. Prices all the way through 
the dairy list are lower than at this 
time a year ago, the fresh gathered eggs 
showing a difference of 20 cents a dozen 
in favor of the 1921 figure. 

A rise in dried apricots was the only 
revision in the Hsted fresh and dried 
fruits. Changes in the vegetables were 
limited to a further advance in choice 
peas and beans. In the list of beverage 
advances were seen in fair and fine 
Formosa teas, and also in low hyson. 
The Brazilian coffees showed no re- 
visions. Both the best raw sugar and 
fine granulated were lower. Declines 
n mace and white pepper were the only 
listed changes in the spices. 

The changes in the grains this week 
were all upward, the advances including 
wheat, corn, oats, rye and straw. Hemp 
was higher. Hops’ decline. The drugs, 
chemicals, dyestuffs and oils showed 
only seventeen changes, of which nine 
were upward. The feature was a rise 
of $6 a flask in quicksilver. The only 
change in the naval stores was a drop 
in turpentine. Of the changes in the 
metals the majority were downward. 
Spelter, lead and tinplate were higher, 
but tin was lower. Several varieties of 
pig iron also declined, as did open- 
hearth billets and iron bars. 

The hides list showed no advances this 
week, but the usual year-end declines, 
due to the poorer quality of the stock, 
were noted, The leathers were without 
notable change either way. Changes in 
the raw silks this week were upward, 
and there was also an advance in Eng- 
lish vermilion paint.

WASHINGTON, Dec. —The lace-

They asked for a duty of 60 per cent. 
ad valorem, based on American valua- 
tion, in place of the 45 per cent. pro- 
posed in the Fordney bill. 


Speakers for Importers opposed such a | 


duty, suggesting that the present rate of 
60 per cent. ad valorem, based on for- 
cvign valuation, be retained. 

Il. J. France of New York, speaking 
for the Lace and Embroidery Associa- 
tion of America, Inc., 
present duty did not protect the Ameri- 
an industry from German competitior 
because of the low value of the mark, 
but there was no rate of duty either on 
American valuation or on foreign valua- 
tion which would properly take care of 
the German situation as it now existed 
unless it positively embargoed shipments 
from France, England and Switzerland. 

H. F. Phillips.of Bridgeport, Conn., 
Chairman of the Tariff Committee of 
the .American Lace Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation, and others testified that lace 
could be imported now at one-third of the 
gost of domestic production. They said 
$21,000,000 was invested in the American 
industry in New England, New York, 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Ohio and 
Illinois, and that opportunity was af- 
forded for employment of 8,000 persons. 
This: number actually was employed, 
Mr. Phillips said, untfl ‘‘ the great in- 
flux. of foreign merchandise into this 
country made it impossible for the lace 
industry here to compete.”’ 


Fight German Films. 


Increased import duties on motion 
picture films, sensitized but not exposed, 
was urged by Charles H. Cole of Boston, 
speaking for the Bay State Films Com- 
pany, Boston; the Eastman Kodak Com- 


pany, the Ansco Company and the Pow- 
crs Film Products, all of Rochester, 
N. Y. The witness said forelgn compe- 
tition, largely German, had resulted in 
the closing of two of the five film-mak- 
ing factories in the country.

ican banking group in the Chinese con- 
sortium, in insisting that China should 
pay interest upon the Hukuang bonds 
of German issue which had come into 
the possession of Americans. This de- 
fense of the position of Mr. Lamont was 
made following a statement which Mr. 
Odagiri read to the newspaper corre- 
spondents tonight on the plans of inter- 
national consortium. 

Mr. Odagiri denied the statement re- 
cently made on the subject by Putman 
Weale,' the effect of which was that 
China had repudiated the German issue 
of the Hukuang bonds’ at once upon the 
Geclaration of war against Germany. 
Mr. Odagiri said that no such repudia- 
tion was made until some time after war 
was declared and that therefore these 
bonds might naturally and properly 
come into the hands of American in- 
asmuch as the repudiation was not an- 
nounced. with the © declaration 
war. Mr. Odagiri thought it was proper 
that the American holders of the Hu- 
kuang bonds should be paid, as con- 
tended by Mr. Lamont. 

Mr. Odagiri, before reading his state- 
ment, said he was influenced in making 
it because of the controversy which had 
been umder way between Mr. Lamont 
and Putman Weale. Those who heard 
, the statement suggested that the_bring- 
ing.of the subject up at this tinie indi- 
cated that a move would be made to in- 
ject the plan into the conference. Mr. 
Odagiri denied any knowledge of such a 
plan, saying he desired to present his 
views solely because of the controversy 


and some statements which have been 
involved in the dispute. 


Object of the Consortium. 


“The present consortium, as Mr. La- 
mont has recently written,’ said Mr. 
Odagiri, reading his statement, ‘‘ was 
formed at the instance of the Govern- 
ments of the United States, Great Bri- 
tain, France and Japan, with a view to 
ending competition in the furnishing of 
public ¢unds to China. The object of 
creating friendly co-operation among the 
bankers of these countries was with the 
hope that this action would @ .tribute 
to the sagan of a healtnier and 
more stable economic and financial con- 
dition in China. When these four coun- 
tries saw that China was in serious 
#inancial difficulties, they got together 
im an effort to help her avoid what 
might become a calamity. Other nations 
have been wrecked by unlimited bor- 
rowing and it was desired to save China 
from such a fate. 

‘Under existing international hand!- 
caps, the Chinese Government has been 
unable up to the present to extricate the 
“ountry from its difficulties. Some of 
the Government officials have not ex- 
i gpa the traditions of honesty 
which made the Chinese merchants. of 
the nineteenth century notable in their 
4ealings with foreigners.- The record 
of Chinese credit, up to recent time, is 
one.ef the best examples in history of 
the highly profitable character of a 
reputation for honesty, though the in- 
tegrity of the merchants has not ex- 
tended fully to the governing classes. 
The moment it should become clear that 
money lent in China would be honestly 
and effectively used, the’ need tor pre- 
cautions on the part of foreign bankers 
— foreign governments would disap- 


ar. 

‘“‘No nation alone could furnish the 
capital for China’s gigantic construction 
on. reorganization needs. In the case 
Aly of communications. the requirement 
is for billions of dollars. There are 
approximately only 8.000 miles of rail- 
way in China, though her territory is 
considerably larger than the United 
States and the population is beWeved to 
he. four hundred millfons. - In the United 
States there are over 270,000 miles of 
railway. 


Must Be Absolutely Secure. 


® Loans of such size as China’s needs 
involve are not made by capitalists. The 
capitalists only underwrite them for dis- 
posal to investors. The bonds cannot 
be sold successfully unless they are ab- 
solutely secure and the income from 
them is attractive. A prime requisite 
Yor such security is a condition of re- 
apect for property rights. 

** It will be noted that so far the con- 
sortium has made no loans to China. A 
prime rule of the consortium is its pur- 
pose to lend money to Chinese Govern- 


ments (central or provincial) for onl 

the larger economic development work 
of strictly public character, and only on 
the request of such Governments. “The 
consortium refrains strictly from com- 
mercial or industrial financing, with 
which it has nothing whatever to do, 
and refore it can hardly be described 
as ercising a monopolistic control of 
loans in China. 

** The Lo salager ge by the consortium 
ef supervision of the receipts and ex- 
penditures involved, as security for 
loans made by it, is strictly in accord- 
ance with usual banking practice. It is 
not for the purpose of securing control 
of China's finance, but to obtain the 

. customary protection for investors in the 
loan. They must be assured that the 
property for whose development their 
money is borrowed is to receive the 
maximum benefit from the money, s0 
that the security shall be increased in 
value and the means for repayment shall 
be provided. In this case the property 
requiring development is China, and its 
managers, the Government, should wel- 
come the advice, co-operation and ex- 

bookkeeping which the ban‘ters of- 
fer for the benefit and protection of 
both the management and the bondhold- 
ers. Without such protection it will be 
impossible for China to borrow large 
aums of money. 


Welcomed Chinese Group. 


“The organization of the Chinese 
Banking Consortium, which was formed 
lest year, was welcomed by the Interna- 
tional Consortium, and it is to be re- 

’ merked that this association of Chineso 
bankers has adopted in practice exactly 
the same attitude in lending money as 
that of the foreign group, namely, it has 
demanded from the Chinese Government 


satisfactory assurance that the money 
borrowed shall be spent for the purpose 
for which it is lent and.not applied in- 
discriminately to ‘administrative’ pur- 
poses, -for current: expenses or main-~- 
tenance of the various needlessly large 
provincial military establishments. The 
two groups of bankers, Chinese and for- 

, are in accordance .as to purpose 
and’ method. 

“This is particularly interesting be- 
eause of the latent financial power in 

a.° There is money there and there 
is adequate banking machinery to pro- 
vide funds for Government financing. 
But that power has been withheld by 
the Chinese bankers and business men 
because they could hitherto get no satis- 
factory assurance that money lent to the 
Government would be either used legiti- 
matély or repaid when-it became due. 

** It cannot be too strongly emphasized 
that the consortium does not seek and 
does not, desire that control of China’s 
finance. It cannot gain such control so 
Jong. as {it follows the principles to which 
itis committed. And it never has inter- 
fered and never will interfere with pri- 
vate financing. The consortium seeks 
only to. help in the establishment of 

’g financial situation on a sound 
poy eae which the Chinese will be 
the t and greatest beneficiaries,”’

| beer to ralse money for a soldiers’ bonus 
were dashed this afternoon when he 
issued a statement denying a story pub- 
lished a few days ago that he favored 
such a plan. The denial follows pro- 
tests from various members of Congress 
and a statement made yesterday by 
Representative Mondell, Republican 
| House floor leader, that the House

Secretary Mellon’s state- 
ment follows: 

‘‘ Letters and inquiries received by the 
Treasury indicate that a newspaper 
| story about the soldiers’ bonus and light

i circulation. This story is entirely un- 
founded and unauthorized. The Treas- 
ury’s attitude toward the soldiers’ bonus 
has not changed since Secretary Mellon's 
letter of July 2, 1921, to Senator Freling- 
huysen, and the Treasury has not sug- 
gested and is not considering a tax on 
light wines and beer as a means of 
| raising revenue to meet a _ soldiers’ 
bonus.’’ 

The letter written by Secretary Mellon 
|} to Senator Freylinghuysen alluded to 
jin the statement caused a furor when 
it was read in the Senate last July. 
Secretary Mellon went on record as 
being opposed to a bonus bill on the 
ground that it would ‘‘ greatly swell the 
cost of government and virtually defeat 
the Administration program of economy 
and retrenchment. The raising of a 
sum estimated at from $1,500,000,000 to 
$5,240,000,000 would mean nothing more 
than a corresponding load on the should- 
ers of the taxpayers, Mr. Mellon as- 
serted. 

Since the recent story alleging that 
official announcement at the Treasury 
had it that the Secretary would not op- 
pose a bonus raised by taxes on light 
wines and beer was published, all sorts 
of inquiries have been made at the 
Treasury, particularly bz ‘dry’”’ lead- 
ers, in and out of °‘ ‘ungress. The 
story was that the Secretary approved 
such a scheme as a businesslike method 
of meeting the demands of a bonus. 
It was asserted that Treasury tax ex- 
perts figured that $500.000,000 could be 
|raised in the first year and perhaps 
$1,000,000,000 after the first year 
through taxes on beer and.winé of light 
| alcoholic content. 

On Wednesday, following a consulta- 
tion with Mr. Mellon, Chairman Fordney 
of the Ways and Means Committee an- 
nounced that he feasibility and consti- 
tutionality of such a tax would be dis- 
cussed at hearings before the committee 
after the holidays.

With their shops packed with turkeys 
and other poultry for the holiday season, 
retail butchers in nearly every section of 
the city found business disappointing 
yesterday, When night came there had 
been no perceptible diminution of their 
stocks, due {in a measure, {t was con- 
sidered, to the disagreeable weather. 

The wholesale markets, according to 
P, Q. Foy, food expert and editor of The 
Daily Market Reporter, were virtually 
cleaned out of all turkeys. The prices 
were a little firmer yesterday, he added, 
in some instances advancing 1 cent a 
pound. Mr, Foy predicted that the price 
of turkeys would be two or three cents 
a pound higher next week. 

Along Ninth Avenue turkeys could be 
bought yesterday for 36 to 50, cents a 
pound retail, but in other sections of the 
city they were much higher, some dealers 
continuing to ask around 68 and 70 cents 
a pound, but the general price was 60 
cents, Chain butcher shops, Mr. Foy 
said, were selling turkeys of the best 
grade at 45 to 52 cents retail. 

Herschel H. Jones, Direvtor of the 
New York office of the State Depart- 
ment of Farms and Markets, in a sur- 
vey of the retail prices of turkeys in 


various parts of the city, found that 
medium weight fresh turkeys were sell- 
ing at from 55 to 68 cents.

man who had told her he was Santa 
Claus and invited her to his room in a 
hotel. Just before midnight Thursday 
the childs dead body was found in a 
rope-bound telescope bag in a closet 
near the man’s room in the hotel. She 
had been assaulted and strangled with a 
strip of a bed sheet. Other strips had 
been. used to bind the little form into a 
lump that could be stuffed into the 
telescope. 

Only a few minutes before the murder 
was discovered the man had walked 
¢almly downstairs ana out of the hotel, 
leaving all his belongings behind him, 
affd disappeared into the night. He was 
George Gares, 54 years old, a German- 
American, already under indictment for 
attacking a six-year-old boy, Samuel 
Richland, in the woods at. Highland 
Park. 

Investigation following discovery of 
the crime developed quickly that Gares 
had kept In his room for two weeks a 
young boy who, he said, was his son. 
There is no clue to the name or where- 
abouts of this boy and the authorities 
fear that he, too, met a gruesome fate. 


Child’s Friends Threaten 


Gares, an itinerant carpenter, last was 
gscen early yesterday morning wandering 
near the Rutgers College grounds, mak- 
ing vaguely in the direction of Bound 
LGrook. The first search for him was 
participated in by a score or more of en- 
raged Poles, friends of the child and her 
mother, who were vowing vengeance 
and boasting that if Gares were caught 
there would be neither trial nor legal 
execuilon. 

Sharing in that early hunt were many 
taxicab drivers, who scoured every road 
and every patch of woods for miles 
around without a success. which, many 
believed, would have put upon the State 
of New Jersey the unusual stain of a 
lynching. But by last night the hunt 
had been taken over altogether by po- 
licemen and county detectives, working 
on definite clues. They belleved they 
would have the man by dawn of this 
morning or soon after. Every prepara- 
tion had been made to hustle him to the 
Middlesex County. jail under so strong 
a guard that public indignation would 
be thwarted if it sought to find expres- 
gion in a lynching. 

Meantime, New Brunswick and that 
whole section of New Jersey shared the 
‘horror and grief that had come to the 
little Polish family on the eve of Christ- 
mas, while at the same time every 
person with any interest in a child shud- 
dered lest the ripper appear elsewhere. 
Fathers and mothers kept their children 
off the streets or accompanied them on 
their errands, and the police within 
‘uany miles of New Brunswick were vigi- 


lant against the appearance of the fiend. 

Tessie's body still lay last night at the 
morgue In New Brunswick, though the 
formalities of investigation were over. 
Her mother, Mrs. Lettie Kurcharski, a 
comely Polish woman, 29 years old, had 
been taken to the Middlesex County 
Hospital and there treated for complete 
collapse. But there, under the stimulus 
of the need of her other child, Mary, 2, 
she had rallied and insisted on returning 
to her home.

| BROUGHT ASHORE BY TUCS 


| Ten Thousand Men Working All 
Night to Clear Streets of Snow
